had built In Leith. Scotland, especially 
for the trip. The lolande was at that 
tims the third largest yacht 
In 
the 


world and Its operating cost was re- 
puted to be 51000 a day. Shortly after 
she was launched Mr. Plant gave a 
luncheon in one of her huge smoke- 
stacks. After his tour o( the world Mr. 
Plant sold the yacht to the Countess 
Perestscshenko of Russia. 


In addition to heading the Plant rail- 


way and steamboat system, and later 
tecomins 
director of 
the 
Atlantic 


Coast line, when that line took over 
the plant system, Mr, Plant was a di- 
rector in several banks. 


He was born in New Haven, Aug. IS, 


rS52, son of Henry B. and Ellon Eliza- 
beth (Bluokstone) Plant. His father, 
descended in direct 
line 
from John 


Plant, who came to Connecticut from 
England in 1636, was founder of the 
Plant railway and steamboat system. 


Early in life Morton F. Plant was 


taken south by his parents and ap 
pointed superintendent of the Adams- 
Southern Express company. With his 
parents, he resided in Aueusta, Ga.. 
until 1860. 


The first school he attended was the 


district school in Brandford, Conn. In 
1863 ha went to Gen. William E. Rus- 
sell's military academy at New Haven 
where he remained two years, leaving 
there to enter Deacon Hart's school at 
fframingham. Conn. He studied there 
until the sprlns of 1S67.

two of his friends, who knew tnat he 
lived alone, and fearing that he might

Yesterday after- 


noon the men returned to the home and 
again they found the door locked and 
the house apparently deserted. As they 
were about to leave the place one of 
the men detected blood stains along the 
path.

On one of the graves J noticed the 
pictures of a father and son who had 
died on the field of battle. The father 
way 42 years old and the son was 21. 
In another instance four sons and the 
father in one family had murie the su- 
preme sacrifice for their country's saltft.

state council at Vienna has issued an 
appeal to the German people of Aus- 
tria in which it is declared the country 
is in danger and the army breaking up 
in disorder. 
The appeal exhorts the 


soldiers voluntarily to join the Ger- 
man-Austrian army corps. 


Tho appeal points out that Germans 


from non -German districts are going 
home, while German soldiers, obviously

war, are leaving, their units without 
considering that the irregular demo- 
bilization "brings the danger of wide- 
spread unemployment, hunger and mis- 
ery."
